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Device for applying pulsating pressure to a limb with a 
pressure chamber containing liquid, in use in direct contact 
with the limb, and an element for generating pulses of 
pressure transmitted to the limb directly via the liquid. 
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Device for applying pul stating pressure to a limb with a 
pressure chamber containing liquid, in use separated from 
the limb by a barrier layer of flexible material, an element 
for generating pulses of pressure transmitted to the limb 
directly via the liquid and a means for generating negative 
pressure between the barrier and the limb to maintain the 
barrier layer in contact with the limb. 
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
